Free Speech and Revolution. 


Treason, in this country, is the act 
of levying war against 
the United 
States, adhering to its enemies 
or 
gi\;ng them aid and comfort. 
Insur­ 
rection is a rising of individuals 
to 
prevent the execution of law by force 
of arms. 
Revolt is a casting off of 
the authority of a government, with 
a view to putting it down by force, 
or to substitute one ruler for another. 
Sedition is the mising of commotion 
in a state, as by conspiracy, without 
aiming at open violence against the 
laws. 
All of these definitions 
are 
those of Webster. 
All of them re­ 
present degrees of an offense against 
the state, and all of them involve the 
use of force against the state, or the 
contribution in some way to powers 
engaged or seeking to engage in the 
application of force against the state. 
Sedition, as here defined, is the least 
of these offenses, but in practice the 


subverting this government of law and 
establishing a government 
without 
law. 
This conspiracy is proceeding, 
and has been proceeding 
for some 
time, in an attem pt to carry its p ur­ 
poses into effect, through the applica­ 
tion of force. 
It is not the question 
of free speech that is involved in this 
matter, but the question of free gov­ 
ernment. It is not a question of the 
preservation of one right, but of the 
preservation of all rights. 
It is not 
what these men are saying that com­ 
pels their suppression; it is what they 
are doing to put their 
words into 
physical action. 
And, although they 
are moving 
against the American people in op­ 
position to law, the movement to de- 
f* at their purposes is in accord with 
the forms of law. 
Thousand's of a r ­

In the face of this fact it is folly 
to prate of free speech in connection 
with this conspiracy. 
Freedom 
of 
speech is one of our dearest and most 
sacred rights, but it is not involved 
in this matter. 
Any theory of gov­ 
ernment may be discussed without re­ 
striction In America. 
The right to 
oppose the acts and policies of any 
administration is inherent in our sys­ 
tem. 
Criticism of officials is limited 
only by the laws of libel and slander, 
and in this particular these laws are 
broadly and leniently applied. 
But 
speech is one thing, action is another. 
Alteration of our political institutions 
by legal anil constitutional means 
s 
m accord with American principles, 
¡but alteration by force is contrary 
j to those principles. 
This is not only 
a government of law. 
It is the gov­ 
ernment of a law-abiding people, and 
its evolution must proceed in accord­ 
ance with the forms of law. 
We are 


bare chance that some mistakes have 
been made in the great haul. 
Our 
only embarrassment is in the lack of 
specific law to punish the American 
citizens who have taken part in this 
traitorous conspiracy. Those who are 
not citizens we can expel from 
the 
country, and we have already expell­ 
ed several hundred. 
But we cannot 
expel Americans, and this offense is 
so new to us that existing laws pro­ 
vide no adequate punishment for them. 
Their offense is even wrose, if that Is 
possible, than that of the aliens, for 
ignorance may partially excuse 
the 
latter, but there is no excuse of any 
sort for an American citizen who con­ 
sciously takes part in a plot to over­ 
throw his government and to substi­ 
tute a reign of anarchy for a reign of 
law.—Globe Democrat.

By far th«* most interesting remains 
of the lost people of Arizona are their 
network of canals which prevails thru 
the valleys.

selves the money necessary 
for the 
maintenance of the roads they pro­ 
pose to build. 
However, the main­ 
tenance fund would have to be very 
great to take care of the enormous 
amount of repairs that would be neces­ 
sary to keep many of the roads now 
being built 
in proper condition. 
It 
is qu?te likely that it would cost $1,- 
000 per year per mile to keep one of 
our best macadam roads in good re­ 
pair. 
In some states they have

States Department of Agriculture, in 
reporting on the results o f experi­ 
ments conducted to dem onstrate the 
practicability and value of the earlier 
planting of corn. 
By much earlier 
than normal planting 
it has 
been 
found that larger varieties can 
be 
profitably grown for ensilage in north­ 
ern loeaHties with much better yields 
than can be had from the sm aller na- 
t ve varieties planted 
at 
the 
usual 
date. 
In the 
South, by 
planting 
small 
short-season varieties earlier than nor­ 
mal, 
much earlier m aturity can be 
secured, affording a supply of corn 
for very early feeding. 
Many rath­ 
er soft varieties that rot badly when 
planted late produce sound corn when 
planted early in southern localities. 
The planting of short and long season 
varieties 
in alternate 
rows has in­ 
creased yields where moisture 
is a 
limiting factor. 
\ arieties differ, it has been found, 
in their ability to adapt them selves 
and their grain production to varying 
-tae ls. 
Prolific varieties, when given 
increased space, have shown ability to 
increase their grain production much 
more satisfactorily 
than have 
the 
-ingle ear varieties, because o f their 
ability to make up for deficiency

This historic ol«l church was organ­ 
ized by the pioneers in that section 
of Washington County in 1786. 
They 
erected a log meeting house, which 
afterwards became 
famous 
as the 
headquarters of the most rabid of the 
"Whisky Boys." 
In February, 171*4. 
the Mingo Creek Society, the mem­ 
bers of which afterwards 
espoused 
the cause of the insurrectionists, was 
rmed as a military and social or­ 
gan ization , with Col. David Hamil­ 
ton in command. 
Th;s society, which 
met at Mingo church on the first Fri­ 
day of each month, had power 
to 
hear and determine all matters 
in 
dispute between members; encourage 
teachers of schools; introduce the Bible 
and other religious books, and 
en­ 
courage the industrious and men of 
merit. 
Its members included most of 
the leading citizens of that locality. 
The historic meeting held there by 
the insurrectionists July 23, 1794, was 
attended by several 
hundred dele­ 
gate« from the four western counties 
engaged in the revolt.

tee from Pittsburgh was composed of 
George 
Robinson, chief burgess 
of 
the 
borough; 
Attorney 
Hugh

Brackenridge, afterwards a judge of 
the supreme court; Josiah Tannehill 
and William H. Beaumont.
